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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The scope of claim 1 has changed due the addition of the new limitations. Furthermore, Dependent claims 2- 
1 0 have not been examined in view of the new scope of claim 1 . Applicant argues that the " reference to configurable electronic medium 
does not inherently suggest the configuration tool in the server with its recited fuctions," (page 14 second Paragraph). Examiner notes 
that Hanson teaches among other tools where the electronic media supports collaboration tool referred to as a "zaplef.The content of 
the zaplet can be stored in a database in a server of the network. The zaplet is also customizable and programmable, containing various 
text and graphical regions to execute a variety of functions and applications. The system and method of the invention makes 
communication among a group of participants simple. Preferably, the server used to generate and manage the zaplet is scalable for a 
particular implementation(col. 4, lines 36-60 and col. 12-24). Applicant also argues about the issue of the identifier being used to indicate 
that the wireless devices belong to a group of wireless devices validated by enabling service (page 13,last paragrph). Examiner notes 
that Hanson teaches several participants that include Palm computers, Windows CE based devices, messaging enabled cellular 
telephones and pagers that are coupled to a wireless communication network and that are capable of transmitting and receiving 
messages via the wireless network (col. 5, lines 37-67). Therefore, it clear that these different wireless capable devices should have 
identifiers in order to communicate with the wireless network. For example the messaging enabled cellular telephone to be a participant 
in the colloboration process of the invention, it must use it ID. The same applies to the other wireless capable devices mentioned above.. 
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
